MUSEVENI ARE EXPECTED TO PARTICIPATE. (DAR ES SALAAM 2922) 

AUSTRALIA DENIES THE REPORT THAT IT WILL CONTRIBUTE 
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TROOPS TO AN EXPANDED UNAMIR. AUSTRALIA IS PROVIDING 
360,000 U.S. DOLLARS TO ICRC AND MSF TO HELP CASUALTIES 
AND REFUGEES OF WAR. (CANBERRA 2592) 

IN PREPARATION FOR THE MAY 13 TALKS ON CENTRAL AFRICA IN 
BRUSSELS, AMEMBASSY PARIS PROVIDED AN ANALYSIS OF GOF 
VIEWS ON THE RWANDAN CRISIS, INCLUDING THEIR ASSESSMENT 
OF WHAT THE FRENCH WANT AND ‘WHAT THEY WILL DO IN RWANDA. 
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IN SHORT, FRENCH OBJECTIVES ARE CLOSE TO OURS: STOP THE 
MASSACRES, ARRANGE A CEASEFIRE, AND PROVIDE HUMANITARIAN 
AIDE. THERE IS LITTLE PRESSURE ON THE GOF TO ACT, EXCEPT 
TO PROVIDE HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE. IN PRINCIPLE, THE 
FRENCH SUPPORT AN EXPANDED UN FORCE BUT ONLY ONCE A

HUMANITARIAN ISSUES 

VICE PRESIDENT GORE MET WITH UN SECGEN BOUTROS GHALI , OAU 
SECGEN SALIM SALIM AND TANZANIAN PRESIDENT MWINYI . GORE 
TOLD THEM THAT THE U.S. WAS EXPLORING THE POSSIBILITY OF 
ARRANGING AN INTERNATIONAL FORCE TO PROTECT DISPLACED 
RWANDANS ON THE BORDERS OF TANZANIA AND BURUNDI . THE VICE 
PRESIDENT’S PROPOSAL WAS RECEIVED BY THE THREE 
INTERLOCUTORS WITH INTEREST, BUT EACH WANTED TO RESERVE 
HIS REACTION UNTIL THEY COULD CONSIDER THE DETAILS.

ICRC ASKED THAT THE US CONTACT COL BAGASORA IMMEDIATELY 
TO ASK THAT THE KILLINGS BE STOPPED. ICRC'S SOURCE WITHIN 
THE RWANDAN MILITARY SAID THAT COL BAGASORA HAS 
ESTABLISHED LISTS OF INTELLECTUALS AND OTHERS WHO ARE 
STILL IN HIDING TO RWANDA WITH INSTRUCTIONS THAT THOSE 
NAMED BE KILLED. (USMISSION GENEVA 4440) 

ICRC HAS REQUESTED ASSISTANCE IN TRANSPORTING FOOD AND 
EQUIPMENT FROM NAIROBI TO BUJUMBURA FOR ITS OPERATIONS INTO 
SOUTHERN RWANDA. (NAIROBI 8345) 

KAMPALA HAS RECEIVED REPORTS THAT AN ESTIMATED 3,000 BODIES A 
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DAY (UP FROM THE 1,500 REPORTED PREVIOUSLY) ARE FLOATING DOWN 
THE KAGERA RIVER AS IT CROSSES UGANDA AND DRAINS INTO LAKE 
VICTORIA. ALTHOUGH EFFORTS ARE BEING MADE TO RECOVER THE BODIES 
BEFORE THEY ENTER THE LAKE, KAMPALA SAYS THE EFFORTS ARE NOT 
ENOUGH AND IS CONCERNED ABOUT THE HEALTH HAZARDS. (E-MAIL
